Sweet potatoes, tricus 
elastica, bonsai trees, and palms are just some of the things 
the class has grown. When asked if he was planning 
to do something as a career that involved plants Kerry 
replied, “Probably, but [m going to take the ASVAP 
to become an astronaut” Kerry is highly interested 
in the 2020 space program that plans to go to Mars. 
There they will try to grow vegetation. One thing is for 
sure, wherever Kerry goes in life, he is bound to go far.
